* Modify work place schedules and
practices

Your Assistance Is Required

+ All NPI decisions are based on the PSI
category

+ PSl is based on the case-fatality ratio

* We need accurate timely death
information, especially early in
pandemic

+ Delay in accurate information could
cause additional loss of life
